D r. fra n k lin nnd Thowxaa Paine, 
tffben Peine was writing his fefamous at­ 
tacks on the Christian neligfrm. he submitted 
■ part of hie manuscript to Dr. Franklin for 
bis inspection and opinion. The following is 
the answer ot that philosopher and patriot: 
D»x» Si»—1 have read your manuscript 
with sume attention. By the argument it 
contains against a particular Providence, 
though you allow a general Providence, you 
strike at the foundation of all religion. For 
without tlte belief of a Providence that takes 
cognisance of, guarda, aud guides, and favor» 
particular persons, there is no motive to wor­ 
ship a Deity, to fear its displearure or to pray 
for its protection. I will not enter Into sny 
discussion of your principles, though you seem 
to desire it. 
At present I shall only give you 
my opinion, that, thoug’i your rtawmings are 
subtle, and may prevail with some render*.

Us poseed through the old 
metropolis, Williamsburg, at the head of his 
rietonoai troops, and the people were erasy 
tviJt joy and adoration si most. Tigs vast 
nMkitoae nearly preveo ted his boras from 
proceeding—the estlm statue oa heraabaek 
passed on serenely. Ad at once he pereeired 
at a window, or in the ereurd. his old love, 
Mary Cary. lie raised hie sword and salut­ 
ed her profoundly. She fainted. 
But it does not seem that the lovely woman 
was to hie me. She had not beau able to re­ 
turn the affeetionef the youth—that was alL— 
She married him who won her heart, Edward 
Ambler. He wae not unworthy of this noble 
lady in rank or in oharaetor. lie was de­ 
scended through bis mother from the great 
Huguenot house of La Roche Jaquelina, in 
Vendee, and inherited the honest instincts 
of his race. At twelve he bad been sent for 
his education to England; be graduated at 
Cambridge, and than made the grusd tour o f 
Europe, returning to Virginia when be was 
twenty-ewe. He was married to Mise Cary 
soon afterward; became Colleetor at York, 
aud vras so much respected that when Lord 
Bottetonrt came to Virginia ae Governor, he 
brought a tetter of introduction to the Outlee- 
tor. He died at thirty-five; and the Revolu­ 
tionary War breaking eut «eon afterward, 
his beautiful widew moved away from the 
seene of her grief, and took refiiga in the 
“Cottage,” far up in Hanover.

Washington's errand at "Celeys*" his visit 
had better terminate; his "daughter had 
been accustomed to ride in her own chariot,"

"the foremost man," not of America, but "of 
all the world." 
Hi passed through the old 


metropolis, Willitimsburg, at the head of his 
victorious troops, and the people were crazy 
•with joy and adoration almost. Tht0 vast 
nutJiitAide nearly prevented his horsfe from 
proceeding—the «alni statue on horseback 
passed on serenely. All at once lie parceired 
at a window, or in tlw crowd, his old love, 
Mary Cary. Ho raised his sword and salut- 
ed her profoundly. She fainted. 


But it does not seem that the lovely woman 


was to Ua«i«. She had not be«u able to re- 
turn the arTection.8f the youth—that ws-s all.— 
She married him who won her heart, Kdward 
Ambler. 
He was not unworthy ofthis noble 


lady in rank or in character. 
He was de- 


scended through his mother from the great 
Huguenot house of La Hoche Jaquciine, in 
Vendee, and inherited the honest instincts 
of his race. At twelve he had been sent for 
his education to England ; he graduated at 
Cambridge, and tfccn made the grhnd tour of 
.Europe, returniog to Virginia when he was 
tw«nty-otK>. He -was married to Mis« Cary 
soon afterward: became Collector at York, 
and was so much respected that when Lord 
Bottctourt came to Virginia as Governor, he 
brought a letter of introduction to the Collec- 
tor.

It is sta- 


ted that the receipts of the United States 
Treasury for some w«eks past havo been 
«qaal toils current expenditures, the amount 
of means on hand being hut slightly less than 
the last loan, as fur as issued. According to 
the States, the Secretary anticipates a sur- 
plus often millions of dollars on the 1st July, 
the opening of the new fiscal year. There is 
yet unissued, of the loan of 1858, $1,500,000. 
The Treasury baa redeemed $4,500,000 of 
treasury notes, which it has the power to re- 
issue, and the balance of cash in hand, by the 
lait return, was nearly §8,000,000, making a 
total amount of available means of §14,000-
